A DEAD MAN’S PLAINT. 


Dr. Collins’s Charges Against De 
Long and Melville, 


Alleging Cruel Treatment of his Brother Je- 
rome on the Jeannette Expedition—Tell- | 
tale Extracts from the Latter’s Diary. 


Wasuincton, Nov. 21.—Dr. Collins, 
of Minneapolis, brother of Jerome J. Col- 
lins of the Jeannette expedition, is here. 
In an interview he reiterates the charges 
against DeLong and Melville for the 
treatment of his brother. Among other 
things he furnishes extracts from his 
brother’s diary. After the sinking of 
the Jeannette it says: ‘‘ We are prepar- 
ing to go south; nothing is ready; we 


started with arush; burst three sleds; 


there is no experience governing our 
movements, resulting in a mess of the 
worst kind, the men’ growling among 
themselves.’’ The notes show that 
Collins killed the most game on their 
retreat. After a vivid description of 
the terrible life in an open boat, he 


says: ‘‘I never before experienced 
such misery—wet by every sea, trem- 
bling with cold, and hopeless except 
through the mercy of Almighty 
God, we sat jammed together for nearly 
seventy-two hours, when, we sighted a 
low coast of the Lena deffa. For five 
days and nights we were in open bouts, 
and then had to haul the boat a mile 
and a half and pack it in the storm.’’ 
The second day after reaching the Lena 
delta he writes: ‘‘The general plan of. 
runving the machine which had been 
our bane so long, still holds like a leach 
and sucks our chances of escape away. 
Our allowance is half a pound of bread 
per day.’’ The suffering of hunger is 
then described in pitiful language. The 
last entry is made September 30th. The 
Doctor says he can establish the utmost 
cruelty of treatment of his brother all 
throngh the trip, even to the time when 
Melville was inscribing the names of De 
Long’s party on the cross erected over 
their graves. He placed his name, al- 
though a scientist of the party, under 
—- head of sailors simply, ‘‘J. J. Col- 
ins. 

Engineer Melville Concludes His 

Story. 

WasHINGTON, Nov. 22.—Melville this 
morning concluded his account of his

and the next important thing with them 
is to secure the largest possible returns 
from their existing and contemplated 
roads on this coast. With these two im- 
portant facts constantly in mind, the 
discussion of the railroad situation as it 


can be intelligently proceeded with. 
When the Santa Fé Railroad Com- 

pany first announced its intention of se- 

curing a foothold on the Pacific Coast, 


THE PROPOSED TERMINAL POINTS 


comprised Guaymas, San Diego and San 
Francisco. The former was to be 
reached by the present route; San Diego 
via the Atiantic and Pacific from Albu- 
querque to the Uplorado river, thence 
through the Cajon Pass to Colton, con- 
necting there with the California South- 
ern, a branch road built by the A. T. 

and 5. F. from San Diego to Colton; and 
San Francisco was to be reached by a 
road either through the San Joaquin 
Valley or across the State and up the 
Coast. The admirably-laid plans of the 
Company have succeeded in connection 
with the Guaymas road, have partially 
failed in connection with the San Diego 
project, and have signally failed in con- 
nection with the contemplated road to 
San Francisco. To explain in detail: 
The Southern Pacific monopolists, be- 
coming alarmed at the prospects of 
speedy and keen competition, 

STRAINED EVERY NERVE 


in the effort to obtain a controlling in- 
terest in the Atlantic and Pacific Rail- 
road, which formed part of the proposed 
branch of the Santa Fé system to San 
Diego, as already stated, and, after a 
vigorous resistance on the part of t 
Santa Fé bondholders, they finally suc- 
ceeded in purchasing a half in- 
terest in the road, equal to that of 
the Santa Fé Company. The next 
move was to build the branch from Mo- 
jave to the Colorado river to head off the 
proposed branch of the Santa Fé system 
to San Francisco; with what success is 
too well known to need further com- 
ment. Next in order was the scheme to 
discourage all attempts at building to 
San Diego on the Svuthern route, the 
first move of which was to notify the 
Santa Fé Company that the arrange- 
ment made two years ago, whereby the 
latter should use the Southern Pacific 
road between Deming and Benson, must 
cease at the end of the two years mutu- 
ally agreed upon as the limit of time al- 
lowed to prepare for the new order of 
things. 


Fé Company prepared at once to build 
its own road from Deming parallel with 
the Southern Pacific to Benson, thus 
forming with the already proposed ‘**Bee 
Line”’ from Calabasas, on the Benson 
and Guaymas road to San Diego, 

A THROUGH AND INDEPENDENT ROUTE 


from Kansas City and Atchison to Guay- 
masand San Diego. That was a bold 
stroke, and the Southern Pacific retali- 
ated by attempting to crush or absorb 
the insignificant California Southern 
road, in its refusal to take from or de- 
liver to that road any freight competing 
with its own lines, ahd it has apparent- 
ly succeeded in its despicable work. 

The writer was loth to believe that the 
vigorous, enterprising and liberal man- 
agement which has characterized the 
Santa Fé Railroad Company would be 
thwarted in its plans by the insatiate 
oly. If true, it is 
THE RESULT OF A FAILURE 
to retain the coutrolling interest in the 
Atlantic and Pucitic road, which would 
have enabled them to secure a volume 
of business from the road that would 
justify an extension from the Colorado 
river to Colton, there connecting with 
the California Southern— their own road 
—to San Diego, and justify them in 
building another branch from Colton to 
Los Angeles. 

It is premature to speculate to any 
extent upon the probable results of the 
rumored change to the 


INTERESTS OF LOS ANGELES, 


but they may be briefly outlined as fol- 
lows: The only advantage will be the 
possible continuation of the liberal pol- 
icy adopted for some time past by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad towards Los 
Angeles, and the consequent benefit 
from the absorption of the old and the 
opening of new lines. On the other 
band, if it will benefit the interests of 
the company to discriminate against 
Los Angeles, it will undoubtedly be 
done. Among other questions which 
naturally arise are the following: Should

that move? Viewed from every stand- 
point, the subject is indeed one of grave

Reform Schools—A Boy Acivovate of 
the Roa. 
To the Editor: 

A few weeks since ‘‘Betsy Bobbett’’ 
contributed an interesting article to the 
Tres concerning the establishing of a 
reform school in Los Angeles. Doubt- 
less most parents, and all others con- 
cerned in the welfare of school chil- 
dren, will indorse the sentiment of 
“Betsy Bobbeit.’’ But it appears to 
me ‘*Betsy Bobbett’’ places too much 
responsibility upon the school teachers, 
when it is taken into consideration that 
they have dozens of pupils, no two of 
whose characters are alike, and that they 
have not the time to train each one in- 
dividually according to their different 
susceptibilities. 

School teachers of a scobanaltey have 

to be severe, and generally when they 
call a scholar stupid ora dunce they 
are telling the plain truth, and it often 
stimulates the pupil to do better. 
But what I meant to speak of in con- 
nection with reform, is the duty parents 
owe to their children. It rests with them 
to train them morally, so that when they 
associate with others they are more fit 
to withstand the temptations thrown in 
their way. 

I think that the impressions a child 
receives from the time it first begins to 
talk till it has attained a suitable age to 
attend school are the most lasting ones, 
and consequently the hardest to destroy. 
If the home-training has been good, the 
child is not apt to deteriorate when 
thrown in contact with other children, 
but they are more apt to have a good 
influence on those with whom they 
associate. 

On the other hand, if the hore train- 
ing has been neglected by the undutiful 
though affectionate parents, the chil- 
dren continue in their evil ways, despite 
the training and good influeaces that 
may be brought to bear upon them by 
the teachers of reform schools. 

Again, if a boy or girl pays no heed to 
the entreaties of a mother or the com- 
mands of a father, it will certainly 
never pay much attention to the teach- 
ings of strangers, be they kind as they 
may. 

Parents are too apt to ‘‘spare the rod 
and spoil the child,’’ and trust to Provi- 
dence that they will turn out all right in 
the end. I have often heard parents say 
‘* How cute!’ when a rude child has 
told a ‘little fib,’’ or laugh at some little 
disobedience, instead of reproying or 


punishing it, and breaking off the 
habit right at the start. 
From these small things, enacted 


within their own houses and while still 
subject to the teachings -of their own 
parents, they go on to the greater evils; 
and when the child has reached the age 
of ten or twelve it proves to be willful 
and disvbedient, and the parent has lit- 
tle or no control over it, much less have 
teachers. 

Kindness in such cases seldom proves 
effectual. Many times have I heard 
children boast that they had never been 
punished in their lives; but that is no 
guaranty that they never deserved it, for 
I never saw or heard of the child so an- 
gelic that at some period of its life it did 
not merit a sound thrashing. I merely 
illustrate facts like these to show that 
the greatest responsibility rests with 
parents in training their children so 
that when they go out into the worid 
they are able to steel themselves against 
its temaptations. If the home training 
is good, reform schools would be need- 
less in Los Angeles, for surely the city 
contains but few orphans or waifs, it be- 
ing made up almost entirely of active, 
intelligent people, who should govern 
their own children and not depend upon 
the moral training given them by teach- | 

In large cities where there are ieee 
dreds of orphans and street waifs, re- 
form schools are an absolute necessity, 
in order to rescue the children of -igno- 
rant and degraded parents. If parents 
are unable to govern their own children, 
how much less will entire strangers be 
able to govern them!
